Onayiuts or Onoyders, urre tU firjl that 
join'd in the Confederacy with the Mohawks, by put¬ 
ting tixmfelvei under their Protection. He \dlU the 
Mohawk hh Father, and in Return he is called a 
Son : Tlx Mohawk ujed him for bis AinbalTador to 
the other Nations : In Council be is Jliled NiharonU- 
guoa, or the great Tree.* 

2- The Onontago’s were the next that joined, and 
of their own ylccord became they are 

therefore called by the Mohawks, Brothers j and by the 
Onoyders, Fathers, becauje they had not been forced

I ^ Five Nations gave them Lands on the Wejl Branch 
^Sufquehanna, and therefore claim a Superiority 
over them, for 'which th Shawancfe mortally hate 
them. TljcgreateJl Part of'em, a frw Tears ago, -went 
to fettle on the River Ohio, xuhicb is a Branch of the 
iMifTifippi, and Ixads •with the IVefl Branch </ Sufquc- 
|hanna. One Tribe of them is quite gone down to 
=«New Spain ; thre are a few left fill at Wyomink 
ontfje North Branch of and others ha'ce 

o large Town on an If and in the IPejl Branch, 
about 50 Miles above the Forks. They are the mod 
reflejs and mifchievous oj all the Indians. 

Concftogo Indians have been all defrayed by tlye 
Five Nations, except a frw whom tlje Onoyderi adop¬ 
ted : When thefe had forgot their Language, they were 
Jcnt back to Coneftogo, where a few are now left, 
andf>eak the Onoydcr’s Language. 

Nantikooks are in Alliance with the Six Nations, 
and not Tributaiy ; acknowledging tljemfehes to be fil¬ 
ter'd by their Wings : They live within the Borders of 
Maryland, a Few about Coneftogo, and Jome have 
fettled this Spring at the Mouth of the Rkvr Skohoo- 
niaty or Jeniaty, which is a Creek that falls into the 
Sufquehanna from the Wef beyond the Mountains. 

Tutolo’s originally lived in Virginia, there are but 
Few of them j thp fettled this Spring at Shamokin, 
(on the Eaf Side of Sufquehanna, juft below tie 
Forksj and are intirely devoted to the Six Nations.

Thus far proceeds Conrad WTisf.r's Account* 

Fhe Six Nations, as veas obferved above, border 
upon the Provinces of I’enlilvania and New-'^'ork : 
uhe Ref, which are mentioned as their Dependents 
and Allies, lie near tl:e Trench Settlements, fome 
amidji, and fome beyond tlxm. The Wildom of the 
Chiefs//a/j Confederacy them no lefs 
Reputation than their Courage; which indeed has 
flruck Terror into the remetefi Indian Nations of North 
America, and forc'd them to court the Friendf:ip and 
Protest ion offuch a formidable Power. 

Fhe Moderation and Equity of tlx firft Proprietor 
of Pcnfilvania, gained the abfolute Confidence and Af- 
JeSlion of this brave People : Fhcy were convinced of 
his Tendernefs for them, and in Return they have 
eretded him lafiing Monuments in tUir grateful 
Hearts: T/ry revere this good Man s Wemoxy, and 
his Praijes will only ccafe with the Nations tbemfehes. 

Tlx follomting Clan fes from a ColleSlion of Charters, &:c. 
printed at Philadelphia 1740, are, among/} many 
otlxrs, firong Proofs of the Propi ietor’j equitable 
Regard to thefe People.

the intended Mifehief by giving fuitahle E/uounige^ 
inent to proper Perjons, to coinerje xcith tie InJians, 
and ftudy their Genius. An ojen-txarfed Generofity 
•wins them effeldually : fhe Temper of the ENiJLisn is 
happily fuited to this ; and the additional ^^iah/ications 
of Integrity and Prudence mu ft in Time pave tie 
Way to an Afcendency in tljelr Councils, and by this 
Means the Subtilty of 1'rench would be utterly 
defeated. 

One fees, in the following fxjrt ShtA cf tie Beha¬ 
viour of //je Indians, ftrong Traces of good Senfe, a 
nice Add refs in the ConduA of tlxir Afj'a,rs, a noble 
. Simplicity, and that manly Fortitude which ts the 
j conflant Companion o/'Integrity. The Friendjhip of a 
Nation like this, tbo' under the AppclLtion of Savages 
or Barbarians, is an Honour to the moft civiliz'd Peo¬ 
ple : I fay nothing of the Advantage which is derived 
from them by Commerce : And /A* French well birw, 
by dear Experience, how terribk they are to their 
Enemies in War.

T il F. Deputies of the Six N.uions having, at 
their lafl: Vifir, agreed to rclcalc their Claim 
to all the Land on both Sides of the River Suf- 
quebanna, as far South as this Province extcnc^J, and to 
the Northward to thofe called the Endltfi MouHtJxm or 
iKittoebtinny Hills ; in Confideration whereof, they then 
received a large Qiiantity of valuable Indian Goods for 
the Lands fituate on the Eaftern Side of the faid River 
but declined at that Time te receive any for thofe on the 
Wcaern Side of the faid River, chufing to defer the fame 
till another Vifit; A large Number arrived from thefe 
Nations at Pbtladelpbia^ on Il'cdnefday the joth of June^ 
with Deputies duly impowered to receive the faid Gotxis ] 
and acquaintetl the Governor, that being weary, from the 
Fatigue of their long Journey, they fhould crave three or 
four Days to reft themfclves before they proceeded to 
their Bufinefs : In the mean Time they would wait on the 
Governor to difeourft, according to their ufual Method 
f about News and other Occurrences ; which the Cover’ 
•nor readily agreed to, and afk’d them when they would 
vjehufe to pay their firlt Vifit •. which they defiring might 
, be on Friday the ad ot July in the Afternoon ; the Coun- 
I cil was accordingly luminon’d, and met at Mr. Loran's 
y Houle, where were

Ic being judc^^cl proper, at this aitical Time, when 
wc arc m daily Exixraation of a French War, to found 
the Indians, and difcovcr what I)ep-nd'-ncc we might 
have on them, in cafe their Aid (hould he wanted ; an 
hancHome Dinner was provided for their Chid; •, and after 
they had made an hearty Me.il, and drank his MaLfty’s 
Health, the Proprietor’s, and the Health ot the Six 
Nations, the Chiefs gave the folemn Cry, in TcHimony 
of their Thanks, for the Honour done them. And Toon 
after, the Governor began, in a free Wav, to enquire for 
what Reafon the Senecas were not come down, fincc they 
had an equal Right to a Share of the Goods with the 

other Nations.- Canafatee^o, their Sjxaker, laid, 

‘ The Senecas were in great Diftrefs, on Account of a 
‘ Famine that raged in their Country, which lud redu- 
‘ ced them to fuch Want, that a Father had been obliged 
* to kill two of his Children to preferve his own and the 
‘ reft of his Family’s I.ives ; and they could not now 
‘ come down, but had given Dircaions about their Share 
‘ of the Goods.’--The Governor exprefs’d his Con¬ 

cern for the unhapjiy Circumftanccs of their Brethren of 
the Seneca Nation ; and, after a fhort Rdpite, enquired 
if any of their Deputies were then at Canada, and whether 
the French Governor was m iking any warlike Prcp.ira- 
tbrs? And on their anfwcring, Tes ■, the Governor laid, 
with a fmiling, plcafanr Countenance, ‘ I rupjK)rc iJ the 
‘ French fhould go to War with us, you will join them.’ 

Theconferr’d together for iomc Time, and then 
Canaffateego, in a chcarful lively Manner, made Anfwer — 

* We aflurc you, the Governor of Canada pays our Na- 

* tions great Court at this Time, well knowing of what 
‘ Confcquencc we are to the French Intcreft ; He has al- 
‘ ready told us, he was uncovering the Hatchet and 
‘ fharpening it, and hoped, if he fhould be obliged to lift 
‘ it up againft the En^hjh, their Nations would remain 
‘ neuter and afTift neither Side.—But we will now fpcak

—The Indians faid, they were pleafed to hear their 
Brethren were an Over-match for their Enemies, and 
ViHi’d them good Succefs. 

The Governor then enquired into the State and Con¬ 
dition of the Nations to the Weft ward of the Great 
Likes, and whether they had any Wurriours then in 
thofe Countries? Whether they had concluded Peace 
nvith the Southern Indians? And whether they had heard 
what their Deputies had done at yUbany ? 

They made Anfwcr; That titey had always Abundance 
of their Men out amongft the Nations fituate to the Weft 
of their Lakes.—That they had kincfled a Fire with a vaft: 
jn.iny Nations, fome whereof where Tributaries, and they 
IJiad a good Underftanding with all.—They fet out from 
y their own Country in Company with two Sets of Depu- 
|ties, one going to hold a Treaty with the Southern In. 
^diansj and they believed a Peace would lie concluded : 
( The other going to meet the Governor of Ncx-.l'ork^ at 
jilbany \ but they could not tell what had been done at 
either Place.—On their Return, they were to hold a 
General Council, and would inform their Brethren of 
\ thefe Particulars.

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1 he firfl related to the violent Battery committed on 
iVilliam JVchh^ in the Forks of Delaware, whereby his 
Jaw-bone was broke, and his Life greatly endangered* 
by an unknown Indian. Canaffateego repeating the Mef- 
fage delivered to the Six l^ations by Sbickalnmy, in the 
Year 1740, with a String of faid in Anfwer t 

‘ The had made diligent Enquiry into the 

‘ Affair, and had found out the /wi/w»who had commit- 
‘ ted the Fadl •, he lived near Afopus., and had been ex- 
‘ amined and feverely reproved : And they hoped as 
‘ Ham fVebb was recovered, the Governor would not ex- 
‘ pea any further Punifhment; and therefore they re- 
‘ turned the String of Wampum received from their Bre- 
‘ thren, by the Hand of Sbiekala 7 ny, in Token that 
‘ they had fully Comply’d with their Requeft.* 

I thank*d them for their Care \ but reminded them, 
that tho’ the Man did not die, yet he lay a long Time in 
extreme Mifery, and would never recover the free Ufe of 
his Speech, and was rendred lefs able to get his Lively- J 
hood, and in fuch Cafes the Englijh Laws obliged the I 
Affailant to make good all Damages, bcfides paying for I 
the Pain endured.—But as the Indian was, in all Proba- I 
bility. Poor and unable to make Satisfadion, I told 1 
them, that for their Sake I would forgive him ; adding, 1 
had Wehb died I make no Doubt but you would have put || 
the Indian to Death, juft as we did two of our People f 
who had killed an Indian we caufed them to be hung on 
a Gallows, in the Prefence of many Hundreds of our 
People, to deter all others from doing the like. Canaffa- 
teego made me this Reply ; ‘ The Indiam know no Pun- 
« ifliment but Death; they have no fuch Thing as pc- 
‘ cuniary Mukfts ; if a Man be guilty of a Crime, he is 
‘ either pur to Death, or the Fault is overlook’d. We 
‘ have often heard of your Ilanging-up thofe two Per- 
* fons; but as none of our Indians faw the Men die, 

‘ many believe they were not hanged, but tranfported to 
‘ fome other Colony ; And it would be fatisfadory to 
Indians, if, for the Future, lb me of them be fent 

for. 
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* for, to be Witnefles to fuch Executions.’ I afTured them, 
that whoever gave them that Information, abufed them ; 
for the Perfons certainly fuffered Death, and in the Pre¬ 
fence of all the People. 

CanaJJateego then proceeded to give an Anfwcr to what 
was faid to them the ad Inftant, relating to Le Tort\ 
Letter: ‘ That they had, in Council, confidered in what 
‘ Manner the Matter recommended to them ought to be 
‘ conduced ; and they were of Opinion, that as the 
‘ Sbawanefe^ not the ^wightwys^ ffor they knew fo much 
‘ of it that the People were of the Twkbtwy Nation in 
‘ whofe Bags the Scalps were found) had fent me a Pre- 
‘ fent of Skins, I fhould, in Return, fend them a Blanket 

* or a Kettle, and with it a very rtiarp MelTage, that tho’ 
‘ they had done well in fweeping the Road from Blood, 
‘ yet that was but a fmall Part of their Duty *, they 
‘ ought not to have fuftered the Tivighitvys, after their 
‘ Lye, and the Difeovery of the Scalps, to have left 
‘ them, ’till they had given a full and true Account how 
‘ they came by them, whofe Scalps they were, and in 
‘ what Place, and for what Reafon the Men were kill’d ; 
f and when they had been fully fatisfied of all thefc Par- 

* ticulars, then it was their Duty to have given Informa- 
‘ tion to the Government where the white People lived, 
‘ that the Murderers might be complained againft, and 
‘ puniflied b/ the Nation they belong’d to : And as the 
‘ Sbawanefe had omitted to perform the Part of Brethren, 
‘ that I fhould reprove them for it, and charge them to 
‘ make amends for their Negledl, by ufing all pofTiblc 
« Expedition to come at the Knowledge of theic Things, 

‘ and to aid their Brethren the white People in obtaining 
‘ Juflice.*

being approved, were ordered to be tranfcribed fair, in 
order to be difpatch’d to morrow Morning ; The Letter 
is as follows : 



SIR, Philadelphia, July 10, 1742. 

inclofed Extraa of the Speech made by the Chiefs of 
• Nations, before a very numerous Audienccy in 

this Place, with my Anjwer to it, is of fo great Importance 
to all his MajeJlfs Colonies in this Part of bis Dominions, 
and to your Government in particular, that I have implofd a 
fpecial Meffenger to deliver it you. I hope you will enable me 
to fend them a fatisfallory Anfwer. It would be impertinent 
in me to fay more to one fo well informed as you are of thefe 
Nations, and of their abfolute Authority over all the Indians 
bordering upon us, or of the Advantages of maintaining a 
firiBFriendJhip with them at all Times, but more efpecialN 
at this critical JunTure. , ,

‘ Dark, and very different from the Conduct our Six 
‘ Nations obferve in their Sales of I.and •, on fuch Ov 11- 
‘ fions they give publick Notice, and invite all the In- 
‘ of their united Nations, and give them all a Share 
‘ of the Prefent they receive for their Lands.—This is the 
‘ Behaviour of the wife unif-ed Nations.—Bat we find you 
‘ are none of our Blood ; You ad a difhen fl Parr, not 
‘ only in this, but in o her Matters : Your Ears arc ever 
‘ open to flandcrous Reports about our Brethren i you 
‘ receive them with as much Greedinefs as lewd Women 
‘ receive the Embraces of bad Men. And for all thefe 
‘ Reafons we charge you to' remove inftantly i we don’t 
‘ give you the Liberty to think about it. You arc Wo- 
‘ men. Take the Advice of a wife Man, and remove 
‘ immediately. You may return to the other Side of 
‘ Delaware where you came from: But we do not know 
‘ whether, confidering how you have demean’d your- 
‘ felves, you will be permitted to live there *, orwhalher 
‘ you have not fwallowed that Land down your Throats

‘ amongft us, fo that he is become as nalty as an Indian. 

< In Return for thefe Services, we recommend him to 
‘ your Generofity -, and on our own Behalf, we give 
‘ him Five Skins to buy him Clothes and Shoes with. 

‘ BRETHREN, 

‘ We have ftill one more Favour to aik. Our Treaty, 
^ and all we have to fay about publick Bufinefs, is now 
‘ over, and to morrow we defign to leave you. We 
‘ hope, as you have given us Plenty of good Provifion 
‘ whilftin Town, that you will continue your Goodnefs 
‘ fo far as to fupply us with a little more to ferve us on 
‘ the Road. And we likcwifedefire you will provide us 
‘ with Waggons, to carry our Goods to the Place where 
‘ they are to be conveyed by W^ater. 

To thefe feveral Points the Governor made the 
following Reply. 


^ BRETHREN of the Six Nations, 

' The Judgment you have jufl: now pafs’d on your 
' Coufins the Delawares, confirms the high Opinion we 
‘ have ever entertained of the Juflice of the Six Nations. 
‘ This Part of your Charafter, for which you are defer- 
- vedly famed, made us wave doing our felves Juftice, 
■ in order to give you another Opportunity of convincing 
‘ the World of your inviolable Attachment to your En- 
' gagements. Thefe unhappy People might have always 
liv’d eafy, having never receiv’d the leaft Injury from 
‘ us ; but we believe fome of our own People were bad 
enough to impofe on their Credulity, and engage them 
in thefe wrong Meafures, which we wifh, for their 
Sakes, they had avoided. 


< We 
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‘ We hoped, from wlut we have conftantly given in 
Charge to theTraders, that they would have 
adminiftred no juft Caufe of Complaint : It they do 
you Wrong, it is againft our Inclinations, and con¬ 
trary to our exprefs Direcftions. As you have exhibi¬ 
ted no particular Charge againft them, wc fhall ufeour 
beft Endeavours to pcrfuade them to give you as much 
for your Skins as they can pofTibly afford ; and to take 
Care that their Goods which they give in Exchange for 
Skins, be of the beft Sort. We will likewifc order you 
fome Rum to fcrvc you on your Journey home, fincc 
you defire it. 

* We wifti there had been more Room and better 
Houfes provided for your Entertainment; but not ex- 
peaing fo many of you, we did the beft we could. ’Tis 
true there are a great many Houles in Town, but as 
they are the Property of other People, who have their 
own Families to take Care of, it is difficult to procure 
Lodgings for a large Number of People, efi>ecially if 
they come unexpectedly. 

‘ We entertain the fame Sentiments of the Abilities 
and Probity of the Interpreter as you have exprefs’d. 
We were induc’d at firft to make Ulc of him in this 
important Trurt, from his being known to be agreea¬ 
ble to you, and one who had lived amongft you for 
fome Years, in good Credit and Efteem with all your 
Nations ; and have ever found him equally faithful to 
both. We are pleas’d with the Notice you have taken 
of him, and think he richly deferves it at your 
Hands. We fhall not be wanting to make him a lui- 
table Gratification, for the many good and faithful Ser¬ 
vices he hath done this Government, 

‘ Wc have already given Orders for Waggons to car¬ 
ry your Goods, and for a Supply of Provifions to ferve 
you on the Road in your Return home, where wc hear¬ 
tily wifh you may arrive in good Health.’
